Thus 
then may we ſce, how fortitude aduaun- 


ceth the minde vnto ſuch freedom, dig- * 


nitie and greatnes, as that her head is lit- 
ted vp aboue all thinges in the worlde. 
Feare, ſorrowes, ioycs & pleaſures come 
all vnder her fecte, 

22 It will beobiced, that neuer any 
hauc attained vnto ſuch ſtrength, ſo to 
be mortified in the worlde, as ſo to de- 


ſpiſcall. True it is, that the knowledge 


of God is not perfe& in any,the fayth is 
not perfe, and ſo the contempe of all 
externall things, by which Fortitude vt- 
ereth herſclfe muſt necdes be vnperteR, 


For according to the meaſure of the one 
is the other, If there could be in any the 
fulnes of Faith, there ſhould be alſo'the 
perfeQion of Fortitude, Heereupon it 
followeth, that as al faithful men axe cn- 
ducd with this vertue, fo ſome are _

ker thereim,and ſome ſtronger. Increaſe 
in lively faith & aſſurance of Gods loue, 
increalc in contempt & deſpiling all the 
high things of this worlde,& ſoincreaſe 
in fortitude. Againe, we muſt know, that 
the perfeRion of Fortitude , 1s not in a- 
bol:{hing all humane affcRions of griefe, 
of feare,and ſuch like, which is ſtoicall : 
but in ruling ouer them , and ordering 
them aright. Sce how contrary the true 
divine fortitude 15 vnto the humane fu- 
ne which isin men. For as that dooth 
grow from the deſpiling of all outwarde 
things, ſo this is ſette on worke through 


ny to ruſh into all:dangers, but the hope 
of getting thereby riches, honors, fame 
and digmiieto hue in carthly pleaſures ? 
Woulde they aduenture their lyues ſo 
boldly, if they ſhould not bee honoured 
&-prayſed of men for the ſame 4 Would 
they take ſuch paines, were it not to get 
ſom worldly benefit ? Are they led with 
the loue of Gods erueth and glorie, or 
care of the common prokie ? 
23 Well, to proceed alittle further we 
hauc'cxampics of many woorthy men, 
which

the loue of them. For what cauſerh ma- 
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which haue in high meaſure deſpiſed 
the riches,the glory , and che pleaſures 
of this worlde, and ſo were righe valiant, 
and perfourmed exceeding great and 
noble a&ts, It ſhall ſuffice to ſpeake only 
of two.Moſes & Paul. Moſes was borne 
in che time of afflition, when the Kinge 
of Egipt had commaunded that all the 
male children of the 1fralites ſhould bee 
drowned, The daughter of Pharao 
found him,and adopted him to bee her 
ſonne, He was broughe vp in the Court 
like a Kings ſonne in all honour and de- 
lights. The riches & glory of Egipt were 
before him. To bee the deliuerer of his 
brethren, being raiſed vp theretoof God, 
and'that he mighe bee fit to doe mightie 
adts,his mind became grear by defpiling 
all worldly wealth, pleaſures and glorie. 
For chus itis reported of him ;--By Faith 
e Moſes when he Was great, refuſed to bee 
called rhe ſonne of Pharaoes daughter:chu- 
ſmg rather to ſuffer aduerſitie with the peo- 
ple of God, then 40 imoy the pleaſures of ſin 
for a ſeaſon. Efteeming the rebuke of Chriſt 


or riches then the treaſypes of Egipt:for 
ce bad teſpett umo the recompence of the 
, reward. _ 
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reward . By faith he forſooke Epipt not fea- 
ring. the fiercenes of the king for he endurtd, 
as if hee ,bad ſeene him Which #5 inuiuble. 
Heb. 11:ver. 24-25,26.27. Then may wee 


beholde,. howe with mighty courage of 


inde, hee ſet light by all chinges in the 
world, which others do admire. And ſo 


became a mighty man to worke great 


workes both for the deliuerance of that 
people,and alſo in conducting & gouer- 
ning ofthem. Hee is one of the greateſt 
through fortitude that cuer liued. 

24 Thentouching bleſſed Paul, what 
inuincible courage did he aſcend vp vn- 
to? What famous and right noble acts

Whereupon it followeth, thoſe vi- 
ces being cuen as the cordes and chaines 
by which hee leadeth his captiues, that 
he which will be ſtrong indeed through 
the conquering fortitude, muſt beginne 
with himſelfc,cuen as a mighty Prince 
ſubduing his own afte ions This is it 
which the holy Ghoſt hath vttered by 
Saloman: He which is ſlow to Wrath is bet- 
ger then the mighty, and hee that ruleth o- 
wer his owne ſpurie, is better then hee thas 
Winneth a Cutie, Pro, 16,ver.z2. Thevery 
Heathen were not ignorant of this : for 
they affirme that hee cannot be grear, 
which is in bondage to his luſtes. And 
thus writeth one of their Poets.
